A GLIMPSE OF LONDON LIFE 


In front of every public house I 
passed, in ,.the.-street.~’ of »~Hackney- 
through which I strolled, says a writ- 
er. in 3Blackwood’s ‘ Magazine, was. a 
small knot: of. poor devils waiting in 
hope that some acquaintance, in bet- 
ter luck. than. themselves,. would ‘in- 
vite them to that penny drink of thin 
swipes, which would entitle them. to 
a broken biscuit: from the bar coun 
ter... 

In one street I eaunted thirty-seven 
men standing outside the four public 
houses. Not one of these men’ was 
smoking.

'The> common usage ‘of the -word 
“profession” as confined.to.holders,of 
college degrees or practitioners of cer- 
tain arts, is by no means a correct 
one. ‘In this day of specialisation in 
the. business field the term. may be 


applied quite as authentically to vari-: 


ous pursuits of this variety as in. the 
case. of lawyers, physicians or. 'teach- 
ers. It is quite true.that there are still 


; many business: callings to which the 


word may not’be aptly applied, but one 
such vocation: which’ to be. practised 
with success,stands alone, is the real 
estate business. Some particularly 
salient points on this. subject were 
brought out by a speaker ata recent 
meeting of the real estate board of 
‘brokers’ of ‘New York, in which he 
urged’ the members to, regard ‘their 
business more in the light of a pro- 
fession, than merely. as. a means of 
gaining a livelihood. The speaker 
went on to-say: 

“There is a great difference between 
a mere_livelihood and a profession. 
A livelihood is simply a means of sub- 
sistence, material support, living.’ A 
profession, on the other. band, is a 
vocation, requiring special prepara- 
tion or an’ accupation. that involves 


a liberal education or its equivalent. 
It.is mental rather. than manual labor 
that is the plane. upon .which we 
should: put the ‘real estate business, 
either: as operators. or. brokers, and 
upon that plane will we cominand the 
respect of our fellow men. The trou- 
ble with a great many real estate men 
is that their wishbone. is where their 
backbone ought to ‘be. ’ 
“The successful real. estate’ man 


should ..be..clear _of.. vision,. keen. _of. 


intellect, and: broad‘ in, his views, and, 
above everything else, strictly honest. 
I: plead for..a higher standard ‘of .in- 
tegrity in the business in which awe 
are engaged. “It never: pays to, mis- 
represent. : 


“The real estate business is not un- 
like any other business; its problems 
are not unique. Operating in-real es- 
tate is: not the game of chance some 
think’ it to be. The successful. real 
‘estate. operator. must: not. only. con- 
sider the present; he: must. study: the 
past’ and: look well into the future. 
The average real-estate operator, like 
the average merchant or manufacturer, 
often becomes narrow because <he is 
too close to his proposition. \We are 
apt to be too self-centred. Operators 
too often: follow each «other instead 
of working ‘along original lines. We 
should learn to rise above the fogs and 
mists that surround the work in which 
we are engaged—climb the Metropol: | ! 
itan tower, as it were, to get the 
broader view, the clearer vision. 


“The wealth of the world is based 
upon real estate in some form or other, 
and’ it is high-time that. financiers 
ecognized this. . Realestate is the 
only commodity of which there never 
can be any overproduction. There is 
the same amount of land in the world 
today that there was a hundred or a 
thousand years ago, and yet the pop- 
ulation of the world is steadily in- 
creasing. 

“I believe that there are now in this 
city and throughout the country vast 
sums of money the owners of which 


are desirous of investing in real es-. 


tate, but they do not know how. I 
believe also that there are many par- 
cels of real estate in this city the own- 
ers of which would gladly sell at a 
fair price. How to, bring the buyer 
and seller together is the work of the 
broker.: A careful study of the pro- 
perty and the tse to which it could 
be put—an intelligent presentation of 
these facts to the prospective buyer— 
will coftentimes bring about a sale. 
Prepare your cases caretully so that 
when you go to the prospective buy- 
er you will.at once win his interest in 
the propetty you have for sale.’—

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The story of the Northwest Mount- 
ed’ Police has not been elsewhere so 


simply and graphically related as: in |.

No liv- 
ing man is more familiar with the con- 
ditions which obtained in the West 
prior to the organization of the police, 
the magnitude of the task. assigned to 
that body, and the methods which 
have converted the lawless prairies 
into, the law-abiding lands they are 
today, A great many of our people, 
said: Col, Steele, have been under the 
impression hat we never had in the 
Northwest what ‘might ‘be called a 
“Wild and Woolly West,” as in the 
United. States, that is, a place where 
crimes of the most awful description 
have been committed. But we know 
better, 
Wild Indians’ Elysium. 


There was a time in.the West when 
no one could go west of Moose Jaw, 
or west of Qu’Appelle to the Rocky 
Mountains without a large escortwith- 
out the chance of having his scalp 
taken. The Hudson’s Bay Company 
established a post that cost thém: ten 
thousand pounds on the Saskatch- 
ewan,’ but the Indians destroyed it. 
They established Little Bow Fort 
above Calgary, and that was destroyed 
twice. 

There was no white man dared to 
travel through the Blackfeet country, 
or Assiniboine country. If the large 
parties out looking for buffalo found 
Indians they killed every one they 
met, for if any Indians escaped to give 
the Tiews they were destroyed them- 
selves, In 1871 there, were Blackfoot 
Indians on the North Saskatchewan, 
and''Mr. Christie hired an escort to 
protect his party, but they were mur- 
dered in the presence of the chief fac- 
tor, and the scalps taken at Fort Ed-. 
monton. 

The Hudson’s Bay Company had 
great influence in the north; but in the 
south, with. the Blackfeet and others 
they hadn’t any; and American people 
who had settled in Montana, and who 
had. been used to scenes of blood dur- 
ing. the Civil War, went into the south- 
ern part of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
and ‘established posts for the sale of, 
whisfty to the natives, 

here was a fort mamed Fort. 
Whogpup. It ‘mounted two guns, and 
had strong gates, with large rooms in 
the square, and the chimneys all bar- 
red so that the Indians couldn't clam- 
ber down and get in, and: the whisky 
was traded through a hole in the wall. 

_.. Horse for a Quart, i 

A pony could he bought for a quart 
of whiskey, and it was poor whiskey 
too. The robes had to be escorted out 
in the spring lest the Indtans should 
attack the waggons and take them 
back,;-At last they, found that im- 
ported rifles were coming in and other 
Indians were getting them. . The whis- 
key traders raised a corps, which, un- 
der the leadership of one Kilner, alias 
Jack O'Neil, drove all the legitimate 
traders: out of: the country, and only. 
the whiskey traders remained , 

In those years the Indians fought in 
all that country. Piapot went one year 
with a large band of Crees to the forks 
of the Belly and St. Mary's rivers. 
Finding there some families of old 
people and children, they scalped all 
‘but one boy, who escaped and gave 
the alarm. 

A whiskey trader named Vogel, of 
German descent, was rading with a 
camp of assinihoines, With his ten 
or twelve men he decided to clean 
out the camp, At wight they went 
down and stood in the river bed, and 
resting their rifles on the low bank, 
fired through the grass at every light 
in a tepec as long as their ammunition 
lasted. Thirty-two Indians were kill- 
ed and twice as many wounded, and 
not knowing whence the shots came 
tthe ‘rest’ fled. to the hills. ‘The news 
of this“ outrage was the final straw 


i whichtTed the governinent to establish 


the Mounted Police.

°Do I mean_that Great Britain and 


Canad. should -cease- to. be. bound, .by. 
political ‘ligatures, to defend one an- 
other? That is precisely what I mean. 


The existing. slight ligatures are. “the 
cause of less mutual readiness to stand 
by one another than would come of 
mutual independence. Does’ Canada 
need. Great Britain to be in bondage 
to fight for Canada? Against whom?- 
Against the neighboring republic? Do 
we need defence against the United 
States? Could Great-Britain material- 
ly help us in such defence no. matter 
how much her navy might. triumph? 
Would she? Has not experience shown 
us the contrary? Are we-not glad that 
Great Britain was too wise, farsighted, 
true to the race, true to humanity, to 
be misled by, Canadian roarers into 
fighting the republic on her own Trent 
affairs, or on our Fisheries or Alaskan 
affairs?. 

To symmarize—the voluntary Em- 
pire, one of dominions. all. alike inde- 
pendent under the crown, would put 
Canada, immediately to her first pro- 
per problem, that-of coast defence. 
The same independence would require 
us to get ready to aid in maintain- 
ing the family sea supremacy, which 
is necessary to our welfare. If these 
things be true we cannot too soon in- 
vite our monarch to assume the title 
of King of Canada in order that he 
may thereafter be advised on Canadian 
domestic and foreign’ affairs solety by 
ministers who are representatives of 
the electors of Canada. If that were 
his position toward us then Canadians 
would be perfectly independent, and 
even more than they are now in the 
Vv oluntary _Empire.

WILL BE FLOATING PALACES 


In Planning These Boats the Idea Was to 
Provide at Sea all Feseares of Livel 


Montreal, April 7.—The triple screw 
turbine steamships Royal Edward: ‘and 
Royal George,’ which are. to. be oper- 
ated by the Canadian Northern Steam- 
ships Limited from -Montreal ‘to ‘Bris- 
tol, are to: be the-most luxurious ves- 
sels ever. seen in the St. Lawrence. 

These two steamships, which are 
now being. prepared for their North 
Atlantic service by the Fairfield Ship- 


‘| building Company on the ‘Clyde, were 


constructed by the same firm in! 1907 
and‘1908 and ran for one season as 
the “Cairo and ‘“Helopolis’ in. the 


x 


Mediterranean.. - 

Both vessels are similar ‘and™ the! 
chief ‘dimensions  are’'as follows: 
Length overall, 545 feet; breadth, 60 
feet 3 inches; tonnage, 12,000 gross; 
horsepower, 18,000; in. the ‘trial trips 
20.6 knots were recorded, and they are 
fully expected to break all records be- 
tween Montreal and Great Britain: : 

In originally.planning the .construc- 
tion of these vessels the dominant 
thought was to provide: at’ sea all the 
pleasures of land, aid the- boats are

___ Montreal to Liverpool. 

Sailings will be from Berth 10, King 
Edward Pier, Montreal (and Quebec), 
to the King Edward Docks, Bristol, 
England, from which point a_ two- 
hour train service has been arranged 
to London, England, thereby making 
a further reduction in time to the cap- 
ital of the Empire. 

There is accommodation for 330 
saloon passengers, 200 second class 
and 600 third (rooms have been pro- 
vided for the third class passengers 
instead of the open bunks of the or- 
dinary emigrant ship). Also 14,000 
cubic feet of cold storage space and 
additional space for 1.000 tons of high 
class freight and express, the freight 
accommodation being equipped with 
ventilating fans and cool air system.
